‘when Eugene V. Debs stepped from the 
last night that brought him from 
Woodstock to Chicago he faced one of the 
remarkable throngs of men ever 
prought together. There were 10,000 work- 
crowded into and around the big 
Northwestern Depot. They cheered, 
roared, sang, laughed, cried, and groaned. 
They stamped up and down the platform, 
gu against the coaches, swayed to and 
fro, brushed aside the policemen there to 
hold them in check, and, in fact, went wild 
with the enthusiasm they were worked up 
to at the sight of the man they call their 
‘hero and martyr, and who had just been 
released from jail, whither he was sent by 
the Government of the United States. 

Debs has been placed in many strange 
positions, but he can never forget his recep- 
tion in Chicago on his return from the 
Woodstock Jail. 

For fiften minutes after the big train 
reached the depot there was no sign or sem- 
blance of order in the mass of struggling 
men. And then, when the 300 others who 
came with Debs on the train joined their

MINNIE MAY LEAVES CHICAGO 


Removes with Her Husband and a 
Fortune to Dayton, 0. 


Minnie May, who has probably stolen more 
pocketbooks, gold watches, and diamond 
pins than any other woman who has figured | 
in the criminal history of America, has 
shaken the dust of Chicago from her shoes 
and settled down to domesticity with her 
husband, “Danny” Nugent, ex-all-round 
crook, in Dayton, O. 

During her career in Chicago Minnie May 
was arrested thousands of times, sometimes 
two or three times a night. But she always 
found accommodating bondsmen, and -her 
dentention at Central or liarrison street 
was only a matter of a few minutes. It was 
no uncommon thing for her to rob a man, 
be arrested, released, rob another man, and 
be arrested again in two hours. The times 
she has been held to the grand jury are past 
counting, but through the unwillingness of 
her victims to prosecute or by the potency of 
a mysterious pull she escaped conviction. 

But recently the vigilance of the police be- 
came harassing. Minnie had made a suc- 
cess of her dark and devious career. Unlike 
many others of her class, the proceeds of her 

“strong-arm” work were not squandered in 
riotous living. She saved the money in the 
pocketbooks, disposed of the watches and 
diamonds—doubtless at a sacrifice and far 
below par value, but whatever she got was 
clear profit—and with the proceeds bought 
property in various parts of the city. 

She had a fine house on Jackson boulevard, 
and here not many days ago she gave a 
farewell party to her old friends and ac- 
quaintances in crime. While seated around 
the banquet table she announced her inten- 
tion of retiring. One reason she gave was 
there was too much competition nowadays, 
and another—probably the most potent— 
that the police were howadays too per- 
niciously active. 

The Chief of Police of Dayton knows of 
the presence in his bailiwick of Minnie and 
her liege lord. But they have assured him 
they have “settled down,“ and he is willing 
to take a chance.

Bishop Nicolas of Alaska to Address 
Members of the Greek Faith. ~~ 
Bishop Nicolas of Alaska, with a retinue 
of clergymen and laymen of the Orthodox 
Russian Church, will hold special religious 
services at the Russian Church, No. 13 Cen- 
ter avenue, tomorrow morning and evening. 
The event is of importance to the Russian 
residents of Chicago, inasmuch as it brings 
together nearly all the leading Russian 
Church officers in America. 

Preceding Bishop Nicolas there were four 
high churchmen who have been at the 
church parsonage since Thursday. The en- 
tire party which will assist the Bishop on 
Sunday is composed of the following digni- 
taries: The Rev. A. Kamiensky of Sitka, 
the Rev. J. Kapanadze of Alaska, the Rev. 
J. Zotikoff of New York, the Rev. E. Bala- 
novich of New York, the Rev. A. Toth of 
Wilkesbarre, the Rev. A. Hotovitzsky of 
New York, P. Popoff of San Francisco, P. 
Grepachevsky of San Francisco, Th. Pash- 
kovsky of Jackson, the Rev. J. J. Koch- 
ureoff and P. Kazansky of Chicago. 

For several weeks Bishop Nicolas and his 
companions have been visiting the princi- 
pal Russian centers in the United States. 
After a short stop at San Francisco a long 
trip was made to New York City. Aftera 
week there they went to Wilkesbarre, from 
which place they came to Chicago. After 
the Sunday services the program has not 
been arranged. The Bishop may stay in 
the city for a week or more, but has not yet 
decided upon run beyond tomorrow 
evening. 


Secretary Olney In tructs Mexican 
Consul to Stop an Execution. 

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 22.—{Special.}—Mac 
Stuart, formerly a trusted foreman on Will- 
iam A. Paxton’s cattle ranch, near Ogalalla, 
is now in jailin Hidalgo Del Parrell, Mexico, 
under sentence of death. 

He has written an appeal to Mr. Paxton to 
help him. The latter referred his letter to 
Secretary Morton, who in turn referred it 
to Secretary Olney, and instructions were at 
once sent to the American Consul for the 
Province of Chihuahua to stop the execution 
set for Dec. 2 until this government could 
fully investigate. 

Mr. Stuart says he was railroaded through 
the Mexican courts without a chance to 
properly defend himself. Shortly after he 
arrived at Hidalgo Del Parrell he was ac- 
costed by a policeman, who put him under 
arrest, which he resisted, saying he was in- 
nocent of any crime and was arrested be- 
cause he was a stranger. 

He brushed the policeman aside and 
walked on. Turning around he saw the 
officer leveling his gun at him. He quickly 
pulled his revolver and shot the policeman 
dead, and tells Mr. Paxton he did it in self-

TRANSLATOR AND MISSIONARY DIES. 


Mme. 


The Rev. Dr. Cornelius V. A. Van Dyck 
Passes Away at Beliroot. 

New York, Nov. 22.—News has been re- 
ceived here of the sudden death in Beiroot, 
Syria, of the Rev. Dr. Cornelius V. A. Van 
Dyck, the translator of the Bible into Ara- 
bic and perhaps the foremost Arabic scholar 
in the world. Besides the Bible Dr. Van 
Dyck translated many other valuable books 
into Arabic. His last great work was the 
translation of Gen. Lew Wallace’s Ben 
Hur“ into Arabic, This was completed be- 
fore his death, but the manuscript is unpub- 
lished. The Turkish authorities are trying 
to obtain possession of the manuscript to 
destroy it. The result is that the book will 
not be published for some time and when it 
appears it will be outside of Turkey. Dr. 
Van Dyck was a native of Kinderfiook, N. 
. He was born Aug. 13, 1818. Both his 
father and mother were Dutch. He became 
identified with the Dutch Reformed Church, 
and of graduating, at the age of 20, he of- 
fered himself at the American Board of For- 
eign Missions as a missionary. He rgached 
Syria for the first time in the early part of 
1840. Many honors have been paid Dr. Van 
Dyck. He was decorated by the Sultan of 


Turkey. 


MR. HARDIE’S FAREWELL ADDRESS. 


Is Not Pleased with the Constitution of 
the United States. 

New York, Nov. 22.— [Special. Keir Har- 
die made his farewell address in Webster 
Hall tonight at a public meeting called by 
the Central Labor Federation and a com- 
mittee of the Socialistic Labor party.

HE IS AWARDED 850, 000 DAMAGES. 


Wilbur F. Davidson Wins His Suit 
Against the Illinois Central.

railroad yesterday afternoon. 

Feb. 27, 1893, Davidson stepped from a 
suburban train of the Illinois Central at the 
Hyde Park station, and in passing down the 
track was struck by a freight train and sus- 
tained severe injuries.

PLANS TO TRANSFORM THE BATTLE- 
FIELD OF VICKSBURG. 


Directors of the Association Which 
Has the Matter in Charge Meetand 
Discuss the Project—Committee of 

Five Appointed to Draft a Bill to Be 

Presented to Congress to Secure the 

Requisite Appropriation — Land 

That Is to Be Included. 

Vicksburg, Miss., Nov. 22.—(Special.j— 
Gettysburg and Vicksburg stand as the 
fiercest fought battles of the rebellion. The 
battlefield of the former was dedicated by 
President Lincoln as a military park almost 
before the smoke of its cannon had cleared 
away. This morning a meeting of soldiers 
on both sides at the famous Fiege of Vicks- 
burg met and officially started a plan which 
it is believed will make of the famous battle- 
field one of the finest military parks in the 
possession of the government, 

Lieut.-Gen. Stephen D. Lee of Mississippi, 
President of the Board of Directors of the 
Vicksburg National Military Park Associa- 
tion, called a distihguished body of men 
about him this morning at the Carroll Hotel. 
There were present: Maj. C. L. Davidson of 
Iowa, Capt. W. T. Bigley of Iowa. 
Col. C. C. Flower of. Mississippi, offi- 
cers of the association; Gen. A. J. Vaughn, 
Gov. W. D. Hoard, Capt. W. W. Stone, Capt. 
E. S. Butts, of the Executive committee, and 
Col. J. K. P. Thompson of Iowa, Capt. J. 8. 
Fverest of Illinois, Gen. Lucius Fairchild of 
Wisconsin, Col. J. P. Rea of Minnesota, Gov. 
John M. Stone of Mississippi. 


Park Project Discussed. 

Gen. Lee began the meeting with a speech, 
in which he welcomed the delegates and 
prophesied the success of the movément. 
A general discussion of the proposed park 
occupied nearly the entire morning. It was 
finally decided the park should include the 
land between the line of earthwork of the 
opposing armies, with enough space on the 
outside of both lines to build a fine drive- 
way. In addition to this, sufficient ground 
will be purchased, should Congress author- 
ize the park, to include the headquarters of 
Gen. Grant on one side and*Gen, Pemberton 
on the other. Several more points of great 
historic interest will be included in the tract 
of land, the entire park to consist of not 
more than 4,000 acres. 

The Executive committee was authorized 
to take such steps to present the matter be- 
fore Congress as might be deemed neces- 
sary. The meeting of the Board of Directors 
adjourned after the adoption of suitable by- 
laws. 

At a meeting of the twenty-five incor- 
porators of.the association a subscription 
for shares of stock was opened and 100 
Shares sold. The association can issue 50,- 
000 shares at $5 a share, the proceeds to be 
used in the survey of the ground and the ex- 
pense of securing option on the land. A 
committee of five, consisting of Gen. S. D. 
Lee, Col. C. C. Flower, Maj. C. C. Davidson, 
Capt. E. S. Butts, and Capt. Rigby, was ap- 


pointed by the Executive committee to draft 


the bill for locating the park and to present 
it to Congress. They were also instructed 
to procure as many options on the land as 
possible at once. The committee will re- 
main in Vicksburg until the work is com- 
pleted and the survey of the ground finished. 
Gen. John McArthur of Chicago was 
elected on the Board of Directors as substi- 
tute for Gen. R. A. Alger, and John S. Kuntz, 
Post Commander of the Grand Army, was 
elected in place of Gen. J. N. Walker of In- 
diana. These two elections took place at 
the request of the retiring directors. This 
completed the business of the day. 


; Character of the Field. 

The battlefield of Vicksburg is a series of 
high ridges and deep ravines. It extends 
from the river two miles north of the city 
in a semicircle about eight miles, again 
touching the river at a point nearly two 
miles south of Vickburg. The proposed Na- 


tional Park will include the ground from 


one-half to three-quarters o? a mile in width 
from the right of the Union and the left of 
the Confederate lines at the north boundary 
of the national cemetery to the southern end 
of the lines which ended on the bluffs over- 
looking the river. The land is almost entire- 
ly uncultivated and unimproved. It is 
thought that the owners will be glad to sell 
at from $15 to $20 an acre. Where the 
owner refuses to sell to the government the 
land will be condemned and the amount to 


‘“Ahlwardt is a U be paid will be determined by a committee 


ot Vicksburg citizens. The cost of the un- 
improved property is estimated at from 
$60,000 to $80,000. A heavy. appropriation 
will be needed to make the improvements. 
Naturally the land is admirably adapted for 
park purposes. It is cut by three bayous 
and possesses great natural beauty. 

The citizens of Vicksburg are enthusiastic 
over the meeting of the directors and believe 
the park will be of nestim: dle value. Let- 


ters and telegrams were received from all 


parts of the country by the association offi- 
cers with good wishes and sympathy for the 
park movement. The list included: Col. F. 
D. Grant of New York, Rear Admiral George 
Brown, commander of the Norfolk navy- 
yard; Gen. T. N. Waul of Texas, Gen. M. D. 
Leggett of Ohio, and Gen. John E. Smith of 
Chicago. 

Tonight the association directors and offi- 
cers were entertained at a camp-fire by the 
United Confederate Veterans and later by 
the Belmont and Elk clubs.

GETS A GLIMPSE OF THE COMET. 


Prof. Hough Turns His Glass on the 
Meavenly Stranger. 

An early-riser, with a good pair of opera 
glasses pointed in the right direction, may 
see the new comet. It is not visible to the 
naked eye, and is as yet an insignificant ob- 
ject as seen through the telescope. It is of 
the brightness of a star of the seventh mag- 
nitude, the human eye unaided being limited 
to stars of the sixth magnitude. Whether 
the comet will increase or diminish in bright- 
ness will not be known until its orbit has 
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been computed and until its direction has 
been found. As it takes but three observa- 
tions to compute it, public announcement of 
the visitor’s right of way through the solar 
system is liable to he made at any time. 

Prof. G. W. Hough, astronomer at the 
Dearborn Observatory of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, saw the comet for the first time } es- 
terday morning. I got up a little before 5 
o’clock,”’ he said. “although the comet rises 
about 3 and is visible till nearly sunrise. 
It is in the constellution Virgo, and from its 
position in the heavens when first discov- 
ered I computed that its motion was one- 
half degree daily toward the south and that 
Us daily motion east is three minutes of 
time. Its right ascension increases three 
minutes daily and its declination diminishes 
thirty minutes of arc daily, a very desirable 
motion. ‘ 

“Its direction as seen from the earth is 
therefore toward the sun. But its motion 
toward the sun fs only apparent; it may be 
approaching or receding from the sun. We 
cannot tell until its orbft is comput 

The comet consists of a bright, central 
nucleus, circular in form, condensed at the 
middie. It has a short tail, * tail,’ one 
might call it, which measures ten minutes 
1 as seen through the finder telescope.”

CITY EMPLOYES ARE IN DISTRESS. 


Not Permitted to Belong ta Political 
Organizations. 


Can city employés belong to and. hold

office in political clubs without laying them-. 


selves liable under civil service rules to dis- 
missal? 

Two employés went to President Clark of 
the Civil Service Board yesterday for in- 
formation on this subject. One of them said 
he was urged to become President of their 
club and the other told how he had been 
importuned to take the Secretaryship. Mr. 
Clark was greatly puzzled. Only a few 
weeks ago the board gave a decision to the 
effect that no employé in the classified serv- 
ice could belong to a political club that 
might make him pay party assessments 
under the guise of dues for political pur- 
poses, and in that way evade the law. As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy, who 
was then acting head of the department, 
wrote an opinion to the effect that the 
board’s interpretation of the meaning of 
that section of the law which says that no 
officer or employé of the city shall solicit or 
collect or shall pay or promise to pay any 
assessment, subscription, or collection which 
shall be used for purely political purposes, 
was not a good one. So when the two em- 
ployés appealed to President Clark yester- 
day he referred the matter to Corporation 
Counsel Beale for an opinion. 

At a late hour yesterday afternoon that 
official and three of his assistants were busy 
trying to solve the meaning of the law. 
Upon first reading, and supposing the Com- 
missioners to be right in their expoundings, 
Mr. Beale thought he might have to sur- 


render his membership in the Union League, 


ti Marquette, and one or two other or- 
ganizations having political tendencies. 

When the question was up before Mayor 
Swift coincided with the views expressed by 
Mr. Dupuy, which in substance were that 
the law did not take away a man’s rights 
and privileges of citizenship. Yesterday the 
Mayor said if the commission continued its 
course in regard to this section it would suc- 
ceed in getting the public disgusted with the 
law. Mr. Clark thought; however, that the 
few officeholders affected by the law in no 
way represent the sentiments of the great 
public. This is what Mr. Beale had to say: 

“The section of the law is very broad, and 
prevents under a liberal construction an of- 
ficer or employé of the city paying his dues 
even in the Union League club. That is 
case in the extreme. While I do not believ 
that the Legislature intended the law to be 
that sweeping, nevertheless I do not think 
that there is any doubt but.that the State 
could be that severe if it so desired. 

“Still, I do not believe that it was the 
intention of the Legislature to deprive a 
man from membership or paying his fair 
share of the assessments of any political 
organization, although the political purpose 
may be the primary or subordinate object 
of the organization. I am looking into 
the case, but I am free to confess it is a 
hard problem. The commission is anxious 
to be able to institute some sort of a rule to 
govern all such cases and that certainly 
makes it important that the matter should 
have careful consideration.“ 


Representative David Shanahan, who 


was largely instrumental in securing the 


passage of the bill, stated that he was cer- 
tain that it was not the intention of the law 
to prohibit any officer or city employé from 
becoming a member of any political or- 
ganization but to protect that officer or 
employé from being unwillingly assessed 
or rather forced to contribute for party pur- 
poses against his will.

The complaint as to him 
alleges that he committed perjury on the wit- 
ness stand in Judge Dunne’s court Nov. 1,

EXERCISES AT M’CORMICK THEOLOG- 
ICAL SEMINARY DEC. a. 


“Virginia Library,” the Gift of Mrs. C. 
H. MeCermick, to Be Dedicated with 
a Simple Program in Which Proml- 


ment Members of the Presbyterian . 


Charch Will Participate—The New 
Structure Said te Be the Finest Li- 
brary Building in This Country. 


The new “Virginia Library” ot“ McCor- 
mick Theological Seminary will be dedi- 
cated Thursday evening, Dec. 3. Invita- 
tions to the ceremony will be sent out today. 
Owing to Mr. C. H. MeCormick's absence 
from the city no conference between him 
and the faculty of the seminary has yet 
been held to arrange the program. This 
will be doné as soon as Mr. McCormick re- 
turns from New York. All the details of 
the program have been left to him. 

The general character of the evening’s 
exercises, however, is known. These will 
include an adtiress of presentation on behalf 
of Mrs. Nettie F. McCormick, the giver, 
probably by C. H. McCormick; the address 
of acceptance by Judge Dent. for the Board 
of Directors; and short addresses by distin- 
guished men of the Presbyterian denomina- 
tion. Dr. W. J. Craig, Chairman of the fac- 
ulty of the seminary, will preside, There 
will be suitable musical selections. After 
the dedicatory exercises a collation will 
be served and the entertainment will end 
with an hour of sociability and inspection 
of the new building. It is expected now 
that President Patton of Princeton, the 
Rev. Dr. DeWitt, and other celebrities of 
the denomination will be present. 


Building Perfect in Design. 

The Virginia Library, which is the gift 
of Mrs. C. H. McCormick to the seminary, 
has just been completed from designs by 
Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge. It stands just 
inside the seminary grounds, north of Belden 
avenue, and fronts eastward on the main 
driveway through the campus, The library 
of the seminary, which numbers about 20,000 
volumes, has been placed in the building 
during the present week. 

The library building is, architecturally, 
one of the most beautiful in the city, and 
one of the finest library buildings of moderate 
size in the United States. In design, both 
exeternally and internally, it is pure Ionic; 
and it is said to be the only absolutely pure 
Greek piece of architecture in the West. 

It is built of blue Bedford sandstone, and 
measures about 140 feet long by 50 feet wide. 
The building was modeled upon a part of the 
old Greek Erectheum—the Temple of Min- 
erva, the goddess of learning. The front 
elevation presents a central portion, two 
stories high, approached by a stately flight 
of steps and fronted by a long portico with 
four immense Ionic columns, each a single 
stone; and at each side of this a longer sec- 
tion of one lofty story. 

he interior arrangement of the structure 
is as beautiful as its external appearance. 
One enters from the portico a central vesti- 
bule, which in turn opens into the main 
hall, a room 38x50 feet in size. At the 
corners of this are alcoves for cloak rooms, 
librarian’s office and assistant’s workroom. 
At the rear a flight of marble steps leads to 
the floor above, which consists of a second 
room similar to the main hall. 


Roem for 60,000 Volumes. 

On the main floor, to the right of the en- 
trance hall, is the reading-room, which occu- 
pies all of the north wing. This contains low 
bookcases around the walls, and specially 
designed tables and chairs of oak. The south 
wing contains the stock-room. This is filled 
with cases of quartered oak, and will ac- 
commodate about 60,000 volumes. On each 
side and end of these rooms are four large 
windows. 

There is a large and light basement under 
the whole of the building, which can be used 
for the storage of books and for work- 
rooms. The building has its own ventilat- 
ing plant, but is heated from a neighboring 
structure. 

The central hall is finished in mahogany 
and decorated in simple Greek designs in 
terra-cotta, blue, green, and gold on a ground 
of buff. The delivery desk, card catalogue 
cases, and librarian’s desk are of mahogany. 
These are placed opposite the entrance to 
the reading-room and in front of the stock- 
room. The main hall has a marble mosaic 
floor, the design of which corresponds to that 
of the ceiling panels and the exterior decora- 
tions cut in the stone. All gas and electric 
light fixtures are of brass in special designs 
to harmonize with the decorations of the 
hall and reading-room. 


INDIANA SALOON MEN MAY GET OFF. 


Indictments at Crown Point Attacked 
on New Grounds. 

Hammond, Ind., Nov. 22.—[Special.}— 
When the cases against the saloonkeepers 
who were indicted at the last session of the 
grand jury were called in the Lake Circuit 
Court at Crown Point the defense sprung a 
sensation which is likely to throw every one 
of the 137 cases out of court. 

The first case called was that of Jesse Nor- 
ton of Shelby, who was indicted for selling 
liquor on Sunday. A. F. Knotts, his attor- 
ney, asked the indictment be quashed on the 
ground that John Nethery and Gustavus 
Peterson, two of the members of the grand 
jury that returned the indictment, were not 
qualified to act, because they are not citi- 
zens of the United States. 

In his argument Peterson said, while a le- 
gal voter, having taken out his first papers 
declaring his intention to become a citizen, 
yet he had not taken out his second papers 
making him a citizen. The declaration of 
intention is not enough to make him a grand 


uror. 

In Nethery’s case, it was contended, he 
was not a legal voter, never having taken 
out his first papers declaring his intention 
to become a citizen. 

It was not clearly shown, however, that 
such’ is a fact, and the court ordered a sub- 
poena to be issued for Nethery to appear and 
testify on the subject. 

If this construction holds good then it 
will disqualify the grand jury, and every 
one of its indictments will be quashed. 

Hans C. Hanson and the Rev. S. W. 
Phelps, who were the leaders of the move- 
ment against the liquor dealers, declare they 
will petition the court to cal’ another jury. 


WILL EMPTY INTO THE RIVER. 


Plans for the New Sewer in Kighty- 
third Street. 

Father John Larmer of Sixty-first street 
and Wabash avenue was before the Council 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South yes- 
terday afternoon protesting against what 
is known as the Eighty-third street sewer 
system. That is, he was protesting against 
building it to empty its contents into the 
river instead of Lake Michigan. He was 
granted a hearing and talked for some time, 
but his argument had no effect upon the 
committee, for it went ahead and unani- 
mously recommended the ordinance to the 
Council for passage. This ordinance pro- 
vides for changing the course of the Eighty- 
third street sewer system so that the sewage

“Dismissing this branch of the subject, 
permit me to assure you I am not here to be- 
moan my lot. In my vocabulary there are 
no wails of despondency or despair. How- 
ever gloomy the future may appear to 
others, I have an abiding faith in the ulti- 
mate triumph of the right. My heart re- 
sponds to the sentiments of the poet, who 
Says: 
Swing back today, O prison gate, : 
O winds, stream out the Stripes and Stars, 
O men, once more in high debate, 
Denounce injunction rule and Czars. 
By freedom’s travail pangs we swear 
That slavery’s chains we will not wear. 


Ring joyously, O prison bell, , 
©, tron tongue, the truth proclaim; 
O, winds and lightnings, speed to tell 
That ours is not a Czar’s domain. 
By all the oracies divine 


We pledge defense of Freedom’s shrine. 


O, freemen true! O, sons of sires! 
O, sons of men who dared to die!

Personal Liberty. 


“Liberty is not a word of modern coinage. 
Liberty and slavery are primal words, like 
good and., evil, right and wrong. There has 
been no liberty in the world since the gift, 
like sunshine and rain, came down from 
heaven. The theme tonight is personal lib- 
erty; or, giving it its full height, depth, and 
breadth, American liberty—something that 
Americans have been accustomed to eulo- 
gize ‘since the foundation of the republic, 
and multiplied thousands of them continue 
in the habit to this day because they do not 
recognize the truth that in the imprison- 
ment of one man in defianee of all constitu- 
tional guarantees the liberties of all are in- 
vaded and placed in peril. In saying this, I 
conjecture I have struck the keynote of 
alarm that has convoked this vast audi- 
ence.“ 

Mr. Debs then launched into definitions 
and illustrations of the word Liberty,“ as 
enunciated in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and as shown by the Creator in his 
works, denouncing the more than Satanic 
crime of stealing the jewel of liberty from - 
the crown of manhood,” and said Ameri- 
cans were wont to boast of a liberty which 
in these days had nearly vanished and was 
replaced by wage-chains. 


Power of the Ballot, 


Speaking of the duty of workingmen and 
the power of the ballot they possess, Mr. 
Debs said: 

“If liberty is a birthright which has been 
wrested from the weak by the strong, or has 
been placed in peril by those who were com- 
missioned to guard it, what is the duty of 
Americans? Above all, what is the duty of 
American workmen, whose liberties have 
been placed in peril? Their fathers were 
free born. Their sovereignty none denied, 
and their children yet have the ballot. It 
has been called a weapon that executes a 
free man’s will as lightning does the will 
of God.’ It is a metaphor pregnant with life 
and truth. There is nothing in our govern- 
ment it cannot remove or amend. It can 
make and unmake Presidents and Con- 
gresses and courts. It can abolish unjust 
laws and consign to eternal odium and 
oblivion unjust Judges, strip from them 
their robes and gowns, and send them 
forth unclean as lepers to bear the 
burden of merited obloquy as Cain 
with the mark of a murderer. It can sweep 
away trusts, syndicats, corporations, mo- 
riopolies, and every other abnormal develop- 
ment of the money power designed to 
abridge the liberties of workingmen and en- 
slave them by the degradation incident to 
poverty and enforced idleness, as cyclones 
seatter the leaves of the forest. The bal- 
lot can do all this and more. It can give our 
civilization its crowning glory—the codpera- 
tive commonwealth. ) 

To the united hosts of American work- 
ingmen fate has committed the charge of 
rescuing American liberties from the grasp 
of the vandal horde that have placed them 
in peril by seizing the ballot and wielding 
it to regain the priceless heritage and to 
preserve and transmit it without scar or 
blemish to the generations yet to come.“ 


American Railway Union. 


Mr. Debs then spoke of the necessity of 
speaking of himself and his associates who 
had been confined in the Woodstock jail; of 


the organization of the American Rallway 


Union and its efforts to extend a helping 
hand to the oppressed, robbed, suffering, 
and starving men, women ,and children, the 
victims of corporate greed and rapacity,”’ 
and challenged its enemies ‘‘to stand before 
the labor world and give a reason why they 
have maligned and persecuted the order,“ 
asserting that if it had erred it was on the 
side of sympathy, mercy, and humanity.” 
Speaking of the Pullman strike he said the 
union “did not challenge the government, 
threw down no gauntlet to courts or armies, 
but simply resisted the invasion of the rights 
of workingmen by corporations,“ and de- 
clared the corporations would have been 
overwhelmed in defeat but for the crowning 
acts of infamy in which Federal courts and 
the Fedéral armies participated which cul- 
minated in the defeat of labor.“ 


. Resources of Corporations. 

Referring more at length to this subject, 
he said: 

‘What other resources had the corpora- 
tions aside from their money and the 
strength which their federation conferred? 
In reply to the question I am far within the 
limits of — facts when I say the 
country stood amazed as the corporations 
put forth their latent powers to debauch 
such departments of the government as 
were required to defeat labor in the greatest 
struggle for the rights of labor that was 
ever chronicled in the United States. De- 
feated at every point, their plans all frus- 
trated, outgeneraled in tactics and strategy, 
while the hopes of labor were brightening 
and victory was in sight, the corporations, 
goaded,to desperation, played their last card 
in the game of oppression by an appeal to 
the Federal judiciary and to the Federal 
administration. To this appeal the response 
came quick as lightning from a stormcloud. 
It was an exhibition of the debauching 


| power of money which the country had 


never before held. ; It was reserved 
for the people in the progress of the Pullman 
strike to see this money power, by the fiat 
of corporations, grasp one by. one the depart- 
ments of the government and compel them 
to do its bidding, as in old days the master 
cemmanded the obedience of his chattel 
slaves. They did not attack the Supreme 
bench. A chain is no longer than its weak- 
est length, and the corporations knew where 
that was and the amount of strain it would 
bear. The judicial despotism at every 
step of the proceedings by which my official 
associates were doomed to imprisonment 
was marked by infamies, supported by false- 
hoods and perjuries, as destitute of truth as 
are the Arctic regions of orange blossoms.” 


Criticises the Judiciary. 

Mr. Debs then analyzed and sharply criti- 
cised the legal proceedings which culminat- 
ed in the imprisonment of himself and his 
associates, and said: Men with the ballot 
make a fatal mistake when they select 
mental and moral deformities and clothe 
them with despotic power. When such 
creatures are arrayed in the insignia of au- 
thority, right, justice, and liberty are for- 
ever imperiled. . .. No afflatus, how- 
ever divine, no genius could now write in a 
spirit of patriotic fire of the old Constitu- 
tion, nor ever again until the people, by the 
all-pervading power of the ballot, have 
repaired the old cha b 


cor- 
porations, through which they drive their 
four-in-hands as if they were Cumberland 
gaps. : 
Lessons Learned in Prison. 
In closing Mr. Debs ref 
he had learned while in 
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Henry, have the courage to exclaim: ‘Give 
me liberty or give me death.’ 
- “I have borne with such composure as I 
could command the imprisonment which 
deprived me of my liberty: Were I a crim- 
inal, were I guilty of crimes meriting a 
prison cell, had I ever lifted my hand 
against the life or the liberty of my fellow 
men, had I ever sought to filch their good 
name, I could not be here. But I am stand- 
ing here with no self-accusation of crime or 
criminal intent festering in my conscience, 
in the sunlight once more among my fellow 
men, contributing as best I can to make this 
‘liberation day’ from Woodstock Prison a 
memorial day.“ ' 
ov. Waite Heartily Received. 

Next to Debs ranked Gov. Waite in point 
of hearty reception. He was introduced by 
the Chairman as the man who had the nerve 
to order out the State troops to prevent the 
United States Marshal breaking its laws. 
Gov. Waite said in part: 

“The imprisonment of Mr. Debs and his 
associates in the Woodstock jail was one of 
the greatest pieces of judicial tyranny inthis 
country. The decision of the court in this 
case was in effect to reduce to slavery those 
who are now free citizens.

torneys of trusts and corporations, accord- 
ing to the desires of those parties. And 
these corporation Judges certainly show 
great vigilance in defending the trusts 
from the rights of the people. 

For the last twenty years the candidates 
for the Presidency and Vice-Presidency, of 
both the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties, have been nominated to order at the 
dictate of Wall street and for value received.

All classes of the community, business- 
men and professional men, stockholders of 
corporations, as well as workingmen, are 
represented in this meeting to welcome 
Eugene V. Debs back toliberty. The Amer- 
ican people have wit enough to know that 
these precedents of government by injunc- 
tions instead of trial by jury, of law made 
by proclamation instead of legislation, of 
punishment at the mercy of a Judge’s sour 
temper are precedents which will not stop 
where they begin—with the workingmen. 

It is not a disgrace but a decoration to 
these men to have been in prison. The bird 
of freedom has always been a jail-bird. In 
all great crises the place to look for the re- 
deemers of the race is not in the palaces of 
religion or the palaces of justice, but in the 
prison cells or on the road thereto. Wash- 
ington ard Jefferson had so much contempt 
of court that they would have been hanged 
if they could have been caught.

In the petition it was represented that De 
France nad negotiated with Mr. Newman 
to settle the account by agreeing to turn 
over his property for division among those 
he had swindled in consideration that he 
would not be further pursued criminally. 

This proposition was rejected by Mr. New- 
man on the ground that if he received his 
share of De France’s ill-gotten gains in 
consideration of not further prosecuting him 
he would be compounding a felony, and mak- 
ing a criminal of himself. 

The settlement today was agreed upon by 
the attorneys for the Minneapolis and St. 
Paul banks and John G. Hawley, their De- 
troit associate; Judge H. O. Mills of Kala- 
mazoo, representative of Jacob Newman’s 
interest; and Edwin F. Conely and Orlo B. 
Taylor. attorneys for Mrs. De France. 

The terms of the settlement are that Mrs. 
De France is to keep the $4,400 on deposit in 
a local savings bank and all the other prop- 
erty is to be divided between Jacob New- 
man, the Flour City Bank, and the St. Paul 
National Bank in equitable shares. 

The value of the property is $25,000. 

The Kalamazoo National Bank, which was 
not a party to these suits, will not share In 
the dividends. 

As the Kalamazoo bank was the one which 
got De France his present term in prison, 
and as it cannot enter a second complaint 


against him, it is perhaps not to be wondered 


at that De France does not include it in the 
settlement. 


CARS STOP ON THE RIVER’S BRINK. 


Another Drawbridge Accident Nar- 
rowly Averted at Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., Nov. 22.—A narrow eseape 
from another frightful bridge disaster oc- 
curred at 2:30 o’clock this morning on the 
Superior street viaduct. 

Three street cars were waiting for the 
draw to be closed. In front was a car from 
the Scoville avenue line. It was on the 
west side of the viaduct, next to the draw, 
and back of it a few feet was a Wade Park 
avenue car. About fifty feet farther back 
was a Woodland avenue car. 8 

While the motormen were waiting for the 
draw to swing they deserted their posts af 
duty and were gossiping among themselves. 

When the motorman left his car the safety 
cut-off had shut off the current and the man 
did not turn’ the lever so the car would not 
start up. Suddenly the current started 
again and the street car bounded forward. 

The Woodland car dashed forward at a 
terrific speed. The full power of the current 
was upon it and an eye-witness says in the 
few feet it went before striking the Wade 


Park car it must have attained a speed of 


With à terrific crash the Woodland car 
came upon the Wade Park car, smashing 
the dashboards on both. But the Woodland 
car did not stop here. No one had yet shut 
off the current and the Woodland car forced 
the Wade Park car forward against the 
Scoville car. 

Luckily it happened that the brake on the 
latter was sct tightly. Nevertheless it was 
driven forward fully a dozen feet, and when 
it finally came to a stop was within a foot 


of the closed gates.

„ Roads to Bring Suburban Surface 
Cars Down-Town. 


IAE STEAMCAR TRAFFIC, 


The Chicago City railway has plans for a 
new down-town electric line, The plan is 
to build south on Dearborn street from Lake 
to Polk and running from Polk street south 
on Third avenue and Custom-House place 
10 Fourteenth street, where the lines will 
geome together again and run south on 
Dearborn street to Thirty-second street. At 


the Town of Cicero out as far as the Des- 
plaines River, and such a plan would give 
excellent transportation favilities to Oak 
Park, Austin, Maywood, and the line of 
suburbs that have sprung up along the 
Northwestern. 


Northwestern “L” Plans. 

It is the intention of the Northwestern El- 
evated road to pursue the same plan with 
the electric line running out through Evans- 
ton and probably with some of the other 
electric lines running out northwest through 
Lake View and Jefferson. The Northwest- 
ern is to terminate at Wilson avenue, a dis- 
tance of about seven miles from Madison 
street. From this point down to Chicago 
avenue, a distance of about six miles, the 
company is building a four-track ‘road en- 
tirely upon its own right of way. The foun- 
dations for this road for several miles af the 
north end are already in, as are also the 
foundations on Franklin street, Wells street, 
Michigan street, and Fifth avenue. It is 
intended to use the two central tracks for 
express business, and the cars from the sur- 
face lines will be brought through on them 
and will make but few stops between Wilson 


weather proposes to establish within the 
church a labor movement which would be 
analogous to the Christian Endeavor move- 
ment among the young people.

in connection with every church. Of course 
it is hard as yet to say what character such 
an organization would take, but it should 
be a society for the moral and intellectual 
advancement of its members. It should 
meen often, the leaders of organized labor 
and others should be secured to lecture 
and instruct the men on the social and 
economic questions of the day. A uni- 
versity extension lecture course should be 
established in connection with it. There 
should be a good reading room and it should 
give every possible opportunity to the mem- 
bers to improve themselves in every way. 
The social side should not be neglected and 
good wholesome entertainment should be 
provided. 

“Since I have announced that I would 
start such an organization as I have outlined 
I have been in receipt of numerous inquiries 
in regard to it, showing that laboring men 
are anxious for the church to take the in- 
lative in such a movement.

There is no engineering difficulty connect- 
ed with this plan, as the cars can be brought 
up to the elevated on a very easy grade. 
Passengers upon this route will have the 
sdvantage over those upon the steam road 
in that they will be able to come down into 
the center of the city and to go and come 
when they please without the annoyance of 
watching schedules and upon a cash pay- 
ment of 10 cents. The fare to Evanston 
now on the cheapest commutation ticket 
sold, which involves the tying up of $3 or 
$4, is about 14 cents, and passengers are left 
over half a mile from the center of the city, 
on the other side of the river. To reach the 
down-town district they are compelled to 
pay an additional fare of five cents. 

Effect on Property Valuations. 

It is hard to realize what effect such a sys- 
tem of transportation will have upon the 
outlying districts. Under this system the 
territory having the best natural advan- 
tages will probably forge rapidly to the 
front and if people can go out twelve miles 
with the same comfort and rapidity with 
which thev can now go four miles that terri- 
tory is going to be developed at the expense 
of the inside districts. But changes proba- 


’ bly as radical as those effected on outlying 


property will be brought about in the central 
business district. Quarters that are now 
considered absolutely valueless for retail 
and office purposes will develop with unex- 
pected rapidity along these lines. There is 
no class of property that will be so much 
affected by this Union loop scheme as the 
great office buildings located near the sta- 
tions. A plan is now on foot by which many 
of these buildings will be connected directly 
with the stations of the elevated road by 
covered passageways so that people can pass 
to and from the cars in and out of the build- 
ing without being subjected to the annoy- 
ance of going down upon thestreet. By this 
plan a man could get on a car at Evanston 
and without going out of doors be landed 
into his building and take the elevator to his 
office. It is also contemplated to connect 
some of the large department stores in the 
same manner. 

This down-town loop will also have a very 
marked effect upon hotel property. 
‘ihe Northwestern Elevated road has en- 
tered into an arrangement with the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad to connect the 
depot of the latter with its tracks with a 
covered way so that passengers can pass 
directly up into elevated cars and be brought 
down around the loop. Similar arrange- 
ments will be made with the Rock Island 
and Michigan Southern and also by the Met- 


-ropolitan with the Pennsylvania line, the 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, and the 
Burlington and Alton roads at the Union 
Depot. For these roads the loop will prac- 
tically be terminal facilities. 


WABASH AVENUE WORK DELAYED. 


Removal of a Gas Main Interferes with 
Loop Construction. 

Work on the foundations of the Union 
Elevated Loop in Wabash avenue has been 
delayed by a gas main on the east side of the 
avenue. From Harrison street to Monroe 
street the pipe is in the way and no founda- 
tions have been laid on that side of the ave- 


nue farther south than Monroe street. 


Two weeks ago a force of men started at 
Harrison street to move the gas main twelve 
feet nearer the curb. As the old main was 
of cast-iron pipe twenty inches in diameter 
it could mot be saved and entirely new pipe 

being put in. The work is now complete 
as far north as Jackson street. Monroe 
street and the end’ of the work will be 


reached inside of two weeks.

Trained in Newspaper Field. 


He is now in his 30th year and was born in 
Kenosha, Wis., but he was raised in Chicago 
and seems to be full of the energy, persever- 
ance, and fearlessness which are character- 
istic of that city. After graduating from the 
Hyde Park Grammar School he went to 
work in the Union foundry of the Pullman 
car wheel works. He had a liking for the 
ministry, and after three years spent in the 
foundry he concluded to go to school again, 
and he spent a year at the high school at 
Fort Atkinson, Wis., and three years at the 
Northwestern University at Evanston. 
While attending the latter institution he 
had charge of the pulpit in the Methodist 
Church at Ravinia, which church he organ- 
ized and helped to build. In 1890 he joined 
the Wisconsin conference and was made 
pastor of the Cotton Street Church at Fond 
du Lac, which position he resigned in 1892 to 
become the city editor of the Fond du Lac 
Commonwealth. From the editor’s desk he 
came to the Sherman Street Church. 

Mr. Starkweather is the son of a laboring 
man who is still employed at Pullman. A 
laborer himself, he has always been in touch 
with the laboring class, and he thoroughly 
understands their needs. He says his ex- 
perience as a newspaper man gave him a 
better opportunity to get acquainted with 
the men of the world and their ways than he 
could have gained in any other manner. He 
left the newspaper business for the reason 
that he thought the ministry was more 
adapted to his tastes and because he be- 
lieves he is adapted to its work. 


Outline of the Plan. 


When he proposed to his congregation last 
Sunday that a Christian labor urrion should 
be established every one in the church sig-

The church has been getting 
away from the people, and they, in turn, 
have been gradually losing interest in the 
church. Neither side is wholly responsible 
for this separation. Both are in a measure 
to blame, but it is my candid belief the 
church has to bear the greater amount of 
whatever blame there is for the separation. 
Whichever is at fault, there is one thing cer- 
tain—the workingman and the church have 
both suffered by this estrangement. It is 
the duty of the church to bridge over this 
gap and to again take its place as the leader 
of the working people. 

„am sorry to confess there has been a 
great lack of sympathy with the working- 
man on the part of the church. The con- 
sequence has been that the laboring man has 
turned from it to the labor organization. 


Now labor organizations of all kinds are a a

The Executive committee of the Van 
Buren street property-owners, consisting of 
L. Z. Leiter, Bryan Lathrop, Thies J. Le- 
fens, and S. W. Rawson, will meet this morn- 
ing to consider a form of agreement to be 
signed by the owners. Levy Mayer, to 
whom was delegated the task, said yester- 
day there would be no difficulty in drawing 
up a legal and binding contract which would 
insure the signers standing together. Rel- 
ative to thecriticisms made by D. H. Louder- 
back upon the agreement Mr. Mayer said: 

“I had thought that he was kept so busy 
in his almost daily conferences with the 
Aldermen that he would hardly find time to 
instruct the Van Buren street property- 
owners as to their legal rights. So Louder- 
back has assumed the position of Satan, 
has he, of rebuking the sinful frontage own- 
ers against protecting their rights? I notice 
that he is fearful that Mr. Leiter and his 
neighbors are about to commit the crime of 
conspiracy in organizing to prevent Louder- 
back and his agents from bribing property- 
owners to sell their consents—an act, by the 
way, just pronounced by the Supreme Court 
to be inherently dishonest and fraudulent 
as well as void and against public policy. 
The property-owners will not be asked by 
the committee to sign any illegal contract 
or create any cloud upon their titles. They 
will simply be cautioned against the loop 
company’s questionable methods and asked 
to sign what will not only be lawful but 
what will prove to be a successful wedge 
against these public depredators.”’ 

At the committee meeting the plan of 
the organization, of which the contract 
being drawn by Mr. Mayer is to be the 
basis, will probably be settled upon. An as- 
sessment of possibly $1 a foot will be 
levied on the frontage to supply funds for 
the fight the owners propose to make. Sey- 
mour Morris, who secured most of the sig- 
natures to the present. anti-loop contract, 
says the purpose of the organization will 
involve an aggressive campaign different 
from that pursued on Wabash avenue. 

Commenting on the general situation and 
the property-owners’ purpose L. Z. Leiter 
said: “The use of Van Buren street 
would inevitably have the effect of narrow- 
ing and confining the down-town district 
with a result that the congestion of the 
streets, already great, would become unbear- 
able. The consequence would be people 
would stay away from the so-called down- 
town district, the elevated railroads would 
haul fewer passengers, and real estate in- 
terests as well as others would have new 
problems to face.“ : 


WIRES FOR JACKSON BOULEVARD. 


Chicago Central Electric Company Has 
a Grab Game in View. 

W. G. McCormick and G. S. Willits are the 
ostensible heads of the Chicago Central 
Electric railway, whose project of construct- 
ing a trolley line on Jackson street was 
printed yesterday. It is proposed to trolley 
Jackson street from Michigan avenue west- 
ward across the bridge to a street near 
Halsted, finally reaching West Taylor street 
and continuing west to the Northern Pacific 
tracks. In the “exclusion ordinance” of 1863 
West Jackson street, as well as a number of 
others in all three divisions of the city, was 
set aside to be forever kept free of railroad 
tracks. It is said by lawyers the ordinance 
has never been repealed.. When asked yes- 
terday how his company proposed to get 
West Jackson street, in view of the ordi- 
nance aforesaid, W. G. McCormick curtly 
replied he knew all about the law. 

Canvassers are out with petitions for 
frontage rights for the enterprise. On the 
West Side they appear to have encountered 
strong opposition. On East Jackson street 
the Brandenburg company claims to have 
frontage. But these claims are refuted by 
property-owners. L. Z. Leiter, who was re- 
ported to have given his consent to the 
road’s tracks past the Grand Pacific, says 
the statement is false. 

J have not signed the petition of the en- 
terprise,“ he said, and I most certainly 
shall not do so. Moreover. I will oppose 
any grant of Jackson street to a railway 
company.“ 


WINDOW GLASS PRICES NOT RAISED. 


Conference of Jobbers and Manufacturers 
Settles Quotations for the Time. 

No change in the price of window glass is 
to be made at present. Such was the deter- 
mination reached at the conference of the 
Executive Committee of the Window Glass 
Jobbers’ Association and the like board of 
the Manufacturers’ Association at the Audi- 
torium Hotel. A strong fight preceded the 
adoption of that policy, which was insisted on 
by the jobbers and finally agreed to by the 
manufacturers. 

The occasion of the conference was the 
opinion expressed at the meeting of the Win- 
dow Glass Jobbers’ Association at Detroit on 
last Monday and Tuesday that the times aid 
not justify further advances at once,

HAVE NO FEAR OF THE NEW POOL. 


Chicago Merchants Not Frightened by 
the Latest Railway Combine. 

Chicago merchants and buyers are not at 
all scared by the reports from New York of 
the formation of the “Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion’’—the new pool of all the railways in the 
territory between the great lakes and the 
Ohio River and between Chicago and St. 
Louis and New York, Philadelphia, and Bos- 
ton. This pool has been organized for the 
purpose of establishing and maintaining 
“reasonable and just rates, fares, rules, and 
regulations on State’ and inter-State traffic, 
to prevent unjust discrimination, and to se- 
cure the reduction and concentration of 
agencies and the introduction of economies 
in the conduct of the freight and passenger 
service.“ 

Prominent merchants seen yesterday by a 
reporter for THe TRIBUNE expressed confi- 
dence in Chicago’s ability to take care of it- 
self in spite of any pool or combine of rail- 
roads or transportation companies. Some 
thought no pool would be formed, or if 
formed that it could not be maintained for 
any length of time. Here is what they said: 

Andrew McNally—What merchants want 
most is an equalization of rates and uni- 
formity of charges. If a pool will bring that 
it will be a good thing for the merchants. I 
only glanced hastily at the statement of the 
plan, but it struck me there were several 
good features about the scheme. I think 
such an agreement among the roads would 
equalize rates and tend to make them steady. 
We bring great quantities of paper from the 
East. When the rates vary continually we 
do not know how to figure on it. We never 
know whether they are abcut to go up or go 
down, and the shifting and changing cause 
no end of anndyance. It would be unreason- 
able to suppose the railroads intend to raise 
rates se as to injure busihess. They depend 
upon the prosperity of the country for their 
business, and they can never do away with 
all competition. If they should try to impose 
exorbitant rates the water rates and better 
facilities of water transportation would soon 
bring them to time. I think the system of 
rebates is bout the worst thing we have to- 
day, and I do not see how the rebate system 
can be abolished without a pool or combina- 
tion of some kind. 

Marshall Field—I don't call it a pool. I 
think the plan is for an agreement simply 
to maintain rates.“ If the people who are to 
go into it are sincere and honest the plan 
will certainly result in good. No, sir, I 
don't believe it is a pool. But, in this con- 
nection, I think Congress should legalize 
pooling under the supervision of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. The railroads 
ere entitled to some rights as well as other 
concerns or other people. This scheme of 
the Eastern roads will do away with re- 
bates, if it is honest, and benefit business.

It is the work of Levy Mayer of the coun- 
sel for the committee. The report gives the 
facts regarding the proposed plan of re- 
organization which has been deposited with 
the American Trust and Savings Bank. The 
fact is also given that there will be issued 
negotiable receipts which are to be listed on 
the Stock Exchange. In part the report 
reads as follows: 

In formulating the plan here submitted 
it has been necessary to recognize the plan 
recommended by the bondholders’ Reorgan- 
ization committee, because the advantages 
to be secured by the adoption of the latter 
depend upon a reorganization of the English 
company and the making provision för cer- 
tain additional working capital as stipulated 
in the bondholders’ plan.

Large Amount Involved in a Suit 


Against the Santa Fe. 

The case of Benezetto Williams and others 
against the Santa Fé, which is now up at 
Macon, Mo., before Judge Ellison, is proba- 
bly one of the most expensive pieces of liti- 
gation of this character ever tried. This ac- 
tion has been before the courts eight years 
and has resulted in prodigious costs. The 
claim of the plaintiffs amounts now with in- 
terest to something over $260,000. 

When the Chicago, Santa Fé and Califor- 
nia railway, now a part of the Santa Fé 


system, completed its Chicago line through | 
Missouri in 1888 it had trouble with a num- | 


ber of the contractors and gubcontractors 
between Carrollton and Fort Madison. All 
the differences, however, were 


with the exception of a contract held by | 


Williams & Co. of Chicago. These parties 
held the contract for the grading of forty 
miles of the Santa Fé’s line. Differences 


arose as to the method of classifying the 


material, implements u in performing the 
work, allowances made for haul, change of 
grade over the Wabash, and change of line 
east of Grand River. The classification of 
material, however, was the main bone of con- 
tention. Defendants’ engineers stoutly 
maintained hard-pan did not exist on the 
plaintiffs’ contract, though liberal allow- 
ances were made for loose rock on account 
of hard plowing. After the work was com- 
pleted, the plaintiffs claim, there still re- 
mained a balance due them of $188,311. The 
railroad engineers’ estimates showed a bal- 
ance due of $30,399. The parties failed to 
come to an understanding and so the plaint- 
iffs brought suit in the Circuit Court at Ma- 
con. The case was first tried in 1889 and 
Judge Ellison held under the contract the 
plaintiffs could not recover. An appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court and re- 
versed and referred back to the Circuit 
Court. As the evidence in a case of such 
extent could not be taken before an ordinary 
Circuit Court F. L. Schofield of Hannibal 
was selected as referee. The taking of ev- 
idence was begun in the United States Court 
at Hannibal in February, 1894, and conclud- 
ed in August. Expert engineers from all 
over the United States and several from Eu- 
rope and the Republic of Mexico testified in 
the case. Evidence was taken in the City 
of Mexico, one of the witnesses who resided 
there being an invalid. Referee Schofield 
heard arguments from counsel in February, 
1895, which continued uninterruptedly for 
three weeks. The referee took the case’ 
under advisement and later delivered an 
elaborate opinion covering nearly sixty type- 
written pages, in which he found the amount 
due the plaintiffs to be $83,505. As regards 
the charges of capriciousness, fraud, and 
malicious desire to reduce the profits of 
plaintiffs he found for the defe 
Voluminous exceptions. were filed to his re- 
port by the defendants and the case will be 
gone into again in detail, and the legal battle 
promises to be interesting.

CHICAGO’S HEROIC FIREMEN. 

The long excmption from disastrous fires 
in Chicago has at last been broken, and 
within the last forty-eight hours several 
mercantile and manufacturing houses have 
met with heavy losses, At the Canal street 
fire on Thursijay over $600,000 worth of 
property was wiped out in a few:hours, and 
yesterday a fire broke out in the South Side 
business district which added nearly half 
a million dollars more to the aggregate of 
losses. 


Chicago have been called upon for ex- 
traordinary duty and service of a danger- 
ous character, and each time they proved 
themselves ready fo. the emergency. At 
the Canal street fire they worked without 
flinching in the face of imminent danger 
from falling walls, and at a terrible disad- 
vantage from intense volumes of smoke 
which neariv smothered them. They not 
only worked to save property, but to save 
life, and it is due to them, in coöperation 
with gallant Officer Brennan and that hero 
Olsen, who ran his elevator through the 
burning building until the last employé 
had come safely down, that no lives were 
jost. ; „ 

In the fire of yesterday forenoon the fire- 
men again worked like heroes to prevent the 
‘outbreak of a great conflagration in the 
business district. By ladders and the fire 
escape they made their way to every floor 
of the building and fought the flames in 
their very midst. They succeeded in con- 
fining the fire to the building, and when 
they had it virtually under control and be- 
fore they had left the structure two floors 
fell, fatally injuring three and perhaps more 
of the gallant fellows. They had worked 
like heroes to save property, making light 
of the danger all about them. They had 
worked like heroes also to save human life, 
and but for their efforts more of the em- 
ployés would, have been killed or injured 
than appear in the sad list. In the final 
outcome three or more of the gallant fellows 
themselves lost their lives after they had 
vanquished their fiery enemy. 

Such heroic conduct as this deserves gen- 
erous public recognition. It is too late todo 
anything for these faithful servants of the 
public except to name them with praise and 
honor their memories, but if any of them 
have left familics who were dependent on 
them they should be cared for. Veteran 
Chief Swenie may well be proud of his fire- 
men for their skill, discipline, promptness, 
and courage. The City of Chicago may 
well be proud of them as heroes, every 
man of them.

WHY DEBS WAS INCARCERATED IN JAIL. 

Yesterday Debs came from Woodstock 
to Chicago, having served out his sentence, 
and had a reception at the Battery D 
armory. 

Since men have short memories nowa- 
days it will not be amiss to state why 
he was sent from Chicago to the Woodstock 
jail for six months. 

Nearly a year and a half ago, when 
Messrs. Debs, Howard, Goodwin, Rogers, 
et al., were bragging that they had whipped 
the railroad managers and were going to 
whip Pullman, Tue Trisune said to them 
that they were having a great deal of fun 
“just then, obstructing inter State com- 
“merce and the mails with the assistance 
“of their zealous followers, armed with 
“ link-pins, torches, and other. weapons.” 
But it warned them: that Uncle Sam hada 
“ long arm, a strong hand, and a good mem- 
“ory,” and that when he got ready to act 
“he would seize hold of the coat collar of 
“every offender, and not one of them would 
escape punishment.” 

It.would have been better for these men 
had they listened to the warning which they 
hooted at. They had engaged in the most 
causeless strike ever known in this country. 
Debs & Co. resolved on a sympathetic strike 
in behalf of the Pullman employés’ strike, 
but had no tangible grievance of their own 
to redress, as they admitted. 

For the purpose of bringing pressure to’ 
bear on the Pullman company Debs and his 
union proceeded to tie up the inter-State 
and mail-carrying railways, beginning with 
those centering in this city, but taking in 
afterwards those as far west as the Pacifie 
coast and as far east as the Allegheny 
Mountains. 

The employes of those roads claim to 
have no grieyances of their own against 
the roads. They quit work on Debs’ order 
and proceeded to stop other men from work- 
ing in their vacated places, merely to compel 
the railroads to violate their contracts to 
haul Pullman sleepers and preventing the 
trains from doing the common-carrier busi- 
ness which their obligations to the public 
demanded, and from fulfilling their con- 


mails on schedule time. 

When the roads refused to comply with 
an unlawful request Debs tied them up.” 
Yet it was in his power to know that in 
doing that ne was violating two separate 
and distinct United States statutes. His

Then 
the courts called on the President of the 
United States for aid. He gave it by or- 
dering Federal troops to Chicago, as was 
his swern duty. He would have deserved 
impeachment if he had retused. He sent 
troops here to sustain the Federal courts, 

If Mayor Hopkins and Gov. Altgeld, who 
sympathized with Debs’ unlawful acts, had 
ordered the police and the militia to make 
common cause with Debs & Co. it would 
still have been. President Cleveland's duty 
to send troops here and suppress the in- 
surgents, whvever they might be, and no 
matter whether their leader was Altgeld, 
Hopkins, or Webs. 

The troops did their duty mildly and mer- 
cifully. They killed no one, while they 
could have shot down hundreds and yet 


law. The courts were merciful also. 
When Debs and Howard and the other 
ringleaders were brought before them they 
gave thé first of them only six months“ con- 
finement in jail and the latter only three 
months. 

The prisoners appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. It gave them a 
prompt and vatient hearing and decided 
unanimously that their punishment was 
just and required by law. 

It is settled now beyond all quibble or 
controversy that interference with inter- 
State commerce or carrying of the mails 
by railroad trains in any way is an offense 
against national laws, which will be pun- 
ished more severely henceforth than in 
the past. If Debs and his followers un- 
derstand that point fully the riots of 1894 
and imprisonment of leaders will not have 
been in vain.. There will be no more sym- 
pathetic strikes against inter-State rail- 
ways for the government to suppress. That 
will leave still-a wide field for the exercise 
of their“ pernicious activity.” If the strike 
féver runs in their blood they can work it off 
at the expense of something besides inter- 
State commerce and transportation of the 
mails.

HEAVY GOLD EXPORTS. 

It is reported that nearly five millions of 
gold has been engaged for export from the 
United States today, this reducing the re- 
serve to about S2 million dollars. The with- 
drawals of gold from the Treasury during 
the week are nearly equal to the total taken 
out in the week next preceding the bond 
issue of last February. Orders still are 
coming in for more gold, and there is no 
telling when the outflow to Europe will 
stop; but there seems to be no uneasiness on 
the subject either im Wall street, New York, 
State street in Boston, or La Salle or Dear- 
born street in this city. The financial men 
appear to feel secure that there is no reason 
to fear a suspension of specie payments or 
depreciation of the currency unit, as it is 
fully believed the President will act prompt- 
ly if necessary to do so without the com- 
mand of Congress. 

The present move of gold eastward 
across the Atlantic is noted as setting in 
earlier than usual in other years. It is 
said by some to be in payment of trade bal- 
ances and by others to be “ merely a trans- 
fer of idle funds from America to Europe.” 
Undoubtedly it is due largely to the first 
named, and perhaps to some small extent to 
the second. But it also should be borne in 
mind that a part of the drain is due to the 
deficiency of government revenues as com- 
pared with expenditures, and it must be 
something more than a mere coincidence 
that the deficiency siace the beginning of 
this fiscal year is almost precisely equal to 
the 18 millions by which the Treasury re- 
serve now is less than the 100 millions 
which for many years was regarded as the 
minimum for safety. Had there been no 
deficiency of revenue we now should have 
100 millions of gold réserve in the National 
Treasury. 

President Cleveland may dislike to issue 
any more bonds for the procurement of 
gold before Congress has had the subject 
under discussion previous to the holiday ad- 
journment; but undoubtedly he’ will not 
hesitate if the prompt selling of more bonds 
should in his judgment be necessary to 
maintain the parity of the currency. He 
has committed himself to that policy. But 
whether or not, the financial question will be 
the most exciting »ne before Congress this 
winter. That body will be‘called on to de- 
cide whether or not it would be better to re- 
tire the nearly 500 millions of “ green- 
backs and Sherman notes in view of 
the oft-recurring difficulty of redeeming 
those liabilities on call when presented at 
the Treasury. 

If this question be answered by Con- 
gress in the affirmative there still will re- 
main the liability with regard to the 350 
million dollars in silver certificates which 
are backed by little more than 50 cents’ 
worth of silver on each dollar. How are 
those to be taken care of and retained at 
gold parity after the government has ceased 
to redeem its notes in gold? Of course itis 
understood that a certain amount of such 
paper money could be kept up-to par so long 
as the government is willing to accept it in 
payment of all its taxes; but if the amount 
outstanding were in excess of what could 
be thus handled the value of the paper 
méght drop to the intrinsic value of the sil- 
verthatis under it, unless other means were 
taken for holding it up to parity with gold. 

This is the task Congress will have to deal 
with the coming winter. It must take steps 
for securing the maintenance of the parity | 
which has been jeopardized by the require- 
ment that the United States shall redeem | 
nearly 500. millions of paper in gold, when 
the paper may be presented in ah endless

A TRUST IN ROCK SALT. 


The re pm geg . rock salt, reported 
some weeks aco to have been undertaken 


by the salt “combine,” has progressed so far {+ 


that prices are nearly 100 per cent higfier 
than before it began to take effect. The 
great rise jn cost to the consumer tells with 
especial severity upon the meat packers, | 
as they are obliged to use rock salt in some 
of their provesses of curing, other kinds 
not being satisfactory. The packers in 
the Union Stock-Yards distriet in this city 
are estimated to use nearly 50,000 tots of 
the material each year, and some of- the 
largest consumers have made efforts to buy 
the sait from others than those in the com- 
bine, but find it beyond their reach exéept 
on the advarced terms. They as well as 
the smaller, operators are hopelessly in the 
toils unless relieved by the law of the land. 

The Sherman law of July 2, 1890, was in- 
tended to meet this class of cases. It pro- 
vides that every combination in the form of 
trust or otherwise, or conspiracy, in re- 
straint of trade or commerce among the 
several States, “is hereby declared tõ be 
illegak” and that every person .whd shall 
engage in such combination er conspiracy 
will be deemed guilty of à misdemeanor, 
to be punished by a fine. of not more than 
$5,000 or imprisonment not exteeding - one 
year, or both. The same penalities are 


named for cvéry persoh-wh6 shall monopo- { 


lize or attempt to monopolize, or combine, ur 
conspire with any other persth or persons 
to monopolize any part of the trade or com. 
merce among the several States. The act 
provides that any property so controlled 
may. be seized while fh transit from one‘ 
State to another, and shall be farfeited 40. 
the United States; also that any person in- 
jured by such combination may recover 
three times the damages sustained by Bim, 
and that authorized corperations and as- 
sociations are amenable to this law to the 
same extent as individual“ persons.” 

It becomes a question if it be not the duty 
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salt combine or trust for its flagrant violh- 
tion of this law and see to it that the indi- 
viduals conducting the outrage upon the 
rights of citizens be arrested and appropri- 
ately punished. It also is in order for the 
packers who are forced to pay enormous 
prices for salt to sue the trust for damages. 
It is not forgotten that in the lower courts 
the law has been declared not to apply to 
railroad: corporations or to the whisky 
trust on the statement of facts presented on 
the trial. But the higher courts have not 
ruled to this effect, and there are reasons 
for believing they will not declare the law 
to be inapplicable to the protection of the 
public against extortion by the trusts. And 
even if the proverbial unwillingness of pub- 
lic prosecutors to act when they have an 
excuse for neglect be manifested in this. 
case they car be forced to act. It is made 
the duty of the several District-Attorneys 
of the United States, in their respective dis- 
tricts, under the direction of the Attorney- 
General, to institute proceedings to pre- 
vent and restrain violations of the law, 
while the courts are open to any of the 
powerful firms who are engaged in the 
packigg business to claim threefold dam- 
ages. 

It is not stated that the salt combine has 
cornered the foreign supply of the article. 
If it has not then any of the packers can 
import salt for themselves, and will not 
have to pay duty on it, salt being on the free 
list. If the combine has cornered the for- 
eign market it has laid itself open to vig- 
orous prosecution therefor, as the provis- 
ions of the act equally apply to restraint of 
commerce with foreign nations as to that 
between the several States.

If Congress acts as desired by the 
railroads this plan of evening up percent- 
ages is to be changed to one of monthly set- 
tlements between the treasuries of the dif- 
ferent roads. 

Senator Chandler of New Hampshire is 
quoted as saying that the agreement is one 
made by a trust in restraint of trade and 
commerce, though the managers have tried 
to draw it up in such terms that it will not 
appear to violate the law. He says the 
provision for fining each road that may 
break the agreement and using the fine for 
the benefit of the other lines is an illegal

LORD DUNRAVEN’S ALLEGATIONS. - 

The letters, interviews, and public state- 
ments of Lord Dunraven, apropos of pis 
eharges of fraud as against the owners of 
Defender in the late international race, bid 
fair to be as profuse, garrulous, and in- 
“terminable as the recent verbal encqunters 
between one Corbett and one Fitzsimmons, 
alleged prize fighters. 

When Lord Dunraven charged, two 
months after the race, that Defender’s 
water line had been tampered with, and 
therefore that she won the race by fraud, 
and Mr. Oliver Iselin pronounced him “a 
liar and a blackguard;”’ that should have 
ended the matter so far as the public was 
‘concerned. If Lord Dunraven had any de- 
sire to call for coffee and ptstols for two to 
wipe off the affront that would have been a 
‘personal matter in whieh the public would 
have no thrilling degree of interest. 

It is too late in the day for any one of 
ordinary sense to be. impressed with the 
‘charge ef fraud now made by Lord Dun- 
raven. He professes now to have become- 
aware of the fraud Sept. 7, before the first 
race. He made no objection to that race. 
After the second race he wrote in the most 
b friendly manner to Mr. Iselin. He says 

now that after withdrawing from the third 
“race he regarded the match as over and 
_ hoisted the colors of the New York Yacht 
club, of which he was an honorary mem- 
ber, as a sign of courtesy. Then he sails 
away for England, and two, months later 
springs his charge of fraud, knowing that 
he would place the New York Yacht club at 
a serious disadvantage. In case of an in- 
vestigation it will not be necessary for him 
to prove his charge. All that he needs to do 
is to reiterate it; and the club must defend 
itself. But after the lapse of two months 
how is the elub to do this? It can only offer 
a denſhl. and be that denial ever so strong it 
will still leave a loophole for Dunraven’s 
low suspicions and mean insinuations. His 
aakonnattion to come over here should not be 
considered. No investigation o; his charges 
should be made. If he still remains an 
honorary member.of the club he should be 
expelled from it, and that should end the 
matter. Meanwhile if any fair-minded En- 
glish sportsman wants to contest the owner- 
ship of America’s cup his challenge should 
be heartily welcomed, but no proposition of 
any kind from Lord Dunrayen should be 
considered. He is a persona non grata to 
the American yachting pubite. 


“A PROMISE TO DELIVER A HORSE IS A 
HORSE 

Secretary Carlisle was applauded loudly 
when he said in his speech at the Chamber 
of Commerce banquet Monday last that to 
hold that “ a promise to pay money is money 
is as ridiculous as to say that a promise to 
deliver a horse, is a horse.“ Let in the last 
Illinois Legislature, as in preceding ones, 
there were many men w ho insisted gravely 
that a promise to deliver a horse was a 
horse, that a promise to deliver goods was 
goods, and that a promise to return bor- 
rowed capital was capital, and should be 
fully taxed. So firmly were they convinced 
of this idea regarding promises that they 
proposed to incorporate it in their system of 
taxation and make the holder of the prom- 
ise pay as much as the holder of the thing 
which was promised—that is, make the 
shadow pay as much as the substance does. 
They call the shadow “ personal property,” 
and then say that, being property, it should 
be fully taxed. And that tax would be 
added by the lender to the rate of interest 
charged, thus making double taxation on 
the debtor. Secretary Carlisle should come 
to Illinois and make a speech for the benefit 
of those who believe in the taxation of 
promises to pay for a horse and to tax the 
horse also.

HOUGHTON, MICH., Nov. 22.—The forthcom- 
ing report of Maj.

FINE HOME OF MRS. OLE BULL. 


Interesting Widow of the Norwegian 
Violinist Lives at Cambridge, 

Mrs. Ole Bull, the widow of the great Nor- 
wegian violinist, has a beautiful home in 
Cambridge, Mass. The house is built in 
colonial style, the principal room being a 
large music-roqm. On the grand piano lie 
Ole Bull’s violins, which are worth a small 
fortune. The room is full of beautiful and 
interesting things collected in many wander- 
ings in various parts of the world. 

What is called the Norwegian room is 
faithfully copied from a library or living 
room of the Norse country. The walls and 
ceilings are of wood simply paneled, Overa 
window and opposite the door is an exquisite- 
ly carved wooden scroll with the beautiful 
inscription from the Psalms: ‘Phe Lord 
guard thy goings out and thy comings in.” 
The counterpart of this was found by Mrs. 
Bull's brother in a peasant’s cottage in Nor- 
way. There are pictures of Ole Bull asa 
slender-waisted youth and as the silver- 
haired musician who had lost none of his 
youthful fire. In one corner is a curious 
square Norwegian fireplace built of red tiles 
and extending out into the room instead of 
the chimney. The floor of this fireplace is 
raised a foot or so above the floor of the 
room, and there is a sort of roof a trifle 
higher than one’s head. A wrought iron 
hob over the blaze holds various quaint 
brass pots and kettles, and scattered 
about the room are all sorts of queerly 
woven and gayly painted wooden vessels 
used by the Scandinavians for milk and 
beer; some of these are made in the shape of 
animals and fowls. These and the large 
wooden bread baskets are as ingenious in 
construction and as crude and brilliant in 
coloring as though they were made by our 
North American Indians. 

The most striking thing in the room isa 
huge chest with a rounded top, elaborately 
inlaid and bound with wrought iron, and 
having locks and handles of the same, and 
this was the bridal chest of a young Nor- 
wegian girl of long ago, and held her entire 
furnishing, personal and domestic, as, in- 
indeed, it well might. Two quaint and finely 
carved chairs are the bridal chairs used in 
the long Norwegian marriage service,during 
which the contracting parties sit during a 
part of the time; these and an imposing 
brass candlestick once belonged to a church 
in the Land of the Midnight Sun. Two shal- 
low cone-shaped brass plaques suspended on 
the wall, and which look like parts of a 
knight's armor, served the more homely and

0 N ICKS” in fine china are the bane of 

the housekeeper. Not only this 
but the gilding looks dull 6r even 
degins to wear off, the colors of 
the exquisite royal Worcester dish fade, and 
the decorations on a set of hand-painted 
dessert plates look here and there as if bits 
of the color had come off. 

Even the plainer ware purchased for daily 
use shows unaccountable cracks in the glaze, 
which, in the course of time, becomes 
brown, especially in the case of platters or 
other dishes on which meats, are served. 
This cracking of the glaze is commonly due 
to exposure to too much heat; for instance, 
in warming the plates, setting dishes in the 
oven to keep their contents hot, or even 
plunging them into water that is near the 
boiling point to wash them. : 

To return to the fine china—“ nicks“ can 
scarcely be avoided if the servants are al- 
lowed to raise and lower it upon a dumb 
waiter. It is far safer—if it cannot be 
washed in the dining-room or in the butler’s 
puntry on the same flocr—to have it carried 
over the stairs on a large tray, as the jarring 
of the dishes against each other is a fruit- 
ful source of nicks, and even breakage, and

FOR THE CARE OF FURNITURE, 


How to Keep Polished Surfaces Free 
from Dust and Grime. 

There is no one of the housekeeper’s duties 
that requires more careful attention than 
„the care of furniture surfaces. Dust will 
settle, dampness and steam moisten it, and 
though a room may be carefully put to 
rights every day some dust is bound to ad- 
here, especially in corners and the crevices 
of carvings and ornate work, that if neglect- 
ed presents anything but à lovely appear- 
ance. If there are children the imprints of 
tiny fingers, so hard to keep free from soil, 
are sure to adorn the edges of tables and 
form traceries on chairs and other house- 
hold goods. 

The aid of a cabinetmaker every month or 
so to clean the furniture would prove too 
costly, and the repeated varnishings of such 
articles as require it too much trouble; 
therefore a cleaner that will keep the fur- 
niture looking nice, remove the stains and 
soil, and does not cost a great deal in time 
and money is a great boon to housewives. 

To reach this end there is nothing better 
than a mixture of linseed oil and kerosene. 
Some furniture dealers use linseed and tur- 
pentine, but it is not so satisfactory, as after 
repeated usings the turpentine roughens 
the polished surface. | 

If the article to be polished is very much 
soiled, wash thoroughly with warm, soapy 
water, drying as quickly as possible; then 
with a flannel rag dipped in a mixture of 
two parts linseed to one of kerosene rub the 
surface thoroughly. Let it stand awhile 
until you*have rubbed another piece, and 
then, with a perfectly clean piece of flannel, 
free from ail, polish until it shines to your 
taste. This is an easy method of keeping 
furniture bright, and it does not injure the 
daintiest wood, the odor soon evaporating 
if the window is opened. 

If there is much furniture to clean and it 
is badly soiled mix a small quantity of the 
oils at a time so that it will be all used, and 
a very solled rag should not be tolerated. 
Clean rags and a little clean oil at a time 
give better results. Then be careful to rub 
every trace of the cleaner from the furniture 
or the result will not be what you desire. 

To clean fairly well the arms and backs of 
upholstered furniture that have become 
dingy use a little gasoline. Use clean flan- 
nel for this also, and, after dusting briskly 
with a whisk broom, rub with the flannel 
dipped in gasoline, then set in the air until 
the odor has evaporated. Polished or paint- 
ed floors, grained or varnished doors, dingy 
baseboards, or any surface that requires

The dullness of the gilding is often due 
to the location of the closet in which the 
china is kept; if this be damp, even the very 
best gold will tarnish. If, however, the mis- 
fortune does occur, its brilliancy can be re- 
stored by rubbing with a little dry whiting 
and soft wash leather, but this should be 
done as rarely as possible or the gilding will 
be worn off. 


How to Preserve Gilding. 


Having first taken care that the china is 
kept in a dry place the next step in preserv- 
ing the gilding and decoration is never ta 
permit plates or dishes to be set one upon 
the other without something between.them. 
Canton flannel is the best material for this 
purpose, but blotting paper cut into circles 
the size of the plates is an excellent sub- 
stitute. The bottoms of all dishes are liable 
to be a little rough and many 8 delicate bit 
of china has had its gilding or color decora- 
tion scratched or marred for lack of the pre- 
caution just mentioned. Cups may be pro- 
tected from injury by hanging them in rows 
by the handles on small brass hooks screwed 
in just below the closet shelves instead of 
following the more frequent custom of piling 
them, sometimes three or four deep, one in- 
side the other, which often results in a 
fall. The effect of the china cups, each on 
its own hook, is also far prettier when ar- 
ranged in the closets with glass doors, 
which are now found in almost every mod- 
ern dining-room. 

The secret of the fading of the colors of 
dishes in which pickles and salads are 
served is the acid of the vinegar, which 
sometimes through some almost invisible 
hole in the glaze penetrates beneath. Royal 
Worcester is specially likely to suffer from 
this cause, and therefore it is safer not to 
use it for such viands. 

Cut glass, which rivals china in many a 
woman’s affections, requires fewer precau- 
tions. It may be kept in good condition by 
simply washing in warm, not hot, water and 
drying with a soft cloth. 

The danger of plunging glass into hot 
water in cold weather—which rarely fails 
to crack it—is almost too well known to need 
mention. Still, it is wise to impress the fact 
upon the mind of every new maid. To pre- 
serve its full luster and briliancy richly 
cut glass will need occasionally to be cleaned 
and polished with a soft brush and a little 
fine chalk. Wine decanters and water bot- 
tles can be cleaned by putting into them po- 


tato parings chopped fine, filling them with 


water, and letting them stand three days; 
then empty, rinse well and they will be as 
bright and clear as the daintiest housewife 
could desire. : 


How to Make a Bed. 


The art of bedmaking is not any too well 
understood. In the morning each blanket 
and sheet should be taken separately from 
the bed and hung over a chair to air for an 
hour or so. The mattresses should be turned 
before the bed is made. Put on the under 
sheet, tucking it in well at the head. Pass 
the hands over it carefully to take out every 


1 wrinkle and then tuck it in at both sides 


and foot. Next place the bolster In position. 
Put on the upper sheet, tucking it well un- 
der the mattress at the foot. Next put on 
the blankets, tucking them in at the foot 
and sides. Now turn the sheet back on the 
blankets and then turn blankets and sheets 
both down in one smooth fold. Next put on 
the spread, letting it come over the bolster. 
Then over the bolster place the pillows that 
are used during the day. All through the 
work bear in mind that it is important to 
have the mattress level and to put on the 
— blankets, and spread without a 
w e.
